THE DATE OF THE FIRE, OCTOBER 27, UNTIL NOVEMBER 1 OR 
2 WHEN THEY WERE RETURNED TO HOTEL NATIONAL (INTOURIST REPRE- 
SENTATIVE. 

2. CONSULAR OFFICER PICKED UP ONE SUITCASE AND ONE 

ROLL OF SOVIET POSTERS FROM HOTEL NATIONAL(INTOURIST REP) 
AFTERNOON OF NOVEMBER 2. CONTENTS OF SUITCASE WERE 
CLOTHES AND MISCELLANEOUS SOUVENIERS AND BUSINESS 
PAMPHLETS. THESE BELONGINGS WERE GIVEN TO MR. 

SANDERSON WHO SIGNED A RECEIPT AND TOOK THEM TO THE 
FAMILY.
